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Understanding Each Other

LMOST everything that could be 
A said on the importance of Anglo- 
American understanding has been 
epeated until the simplest statement 
choes like a familiar quotation. Yet 
day the tolerance based on understand- 
ng which is essential to effective coopera- 
ion is so vital to the success of the United 
Nations that even the self-evident truths 
must be repeated again and again. 

One of these fundamental truths is that 
he British and American peoples, like 
he English and the Scots or the English 
and the Australians, are too closely re- 
lated to have any romantic illusions about 
each other. They are like members of 
one family who take after different sides 
if the house. In the privacy of the home 
there is no great harm in their seeing 
clearly each other’s faults, but if the need 
comes to face a common enemy the in- 
stinetive solidarity of the group works for 
mutual protection. 

It is obvious to any reader of today’s 
news that the nations united for the mo- 
ment against a common tyranny must not 
betray their cause by bickering among 
themselves. Appreciating the inevitable 
differences in background, culture, his- 
torical experience, and national attitudes 
which separate us from the Chinese and 
Russians we are willing to make a con- 
scious effort to accept these differences 
as natural, to explain their causes. But 
where the English and American paths 
diverge, whether it concerns pronouncing 
a word, handling a fork, or governing a 
colony there is often a subconscious re- 
sentment on both sides based on the as- 
sumption that we should be alike and 
one of us has strayed from the other’s 
norm. 





For those of us whose direct inheritance 
of blood and family tradition provides a 
close tie with British ideas in spite of an- 
cestral roots in America, a first visit to 
the British Isles produces a curious sense 
of familiarity, an almost dreamlike recog- 
nition of places which seem like home, 
though slightly changed. The England 
of literature comes to life before us. The 
scenes of well-known novels, poems, and 
plays look as we expected. London is peo- 
pled for us by all that we have read from 
Dickens and Thackeray to Galsworthy. 
The countryside is what we expected from 
the poets. For these Americans there is 
no problem of understanding. They may 
dislike cabbage and shrink from English 
coffee but there is an emotional tie whieh 
no enemy propaganda can loose and in 
the dark hour of the Battle of Britain they 
knew without argument that their kins- 
folk were in dire need. 

But there are other thousands of Ameri- 
cans who have no Anglo-Saxon roots, 
whose heritage is Russian, German, Irish, 
French, or Spanish. What have they in 
common with the English, what grounds 
for a sense of kinship? Only this, that in 
becoming American whether by their own 
choice or that of their forbears they have 
deliberately adopted a home and a life 
which, however enriched by admixture 
with other cultures, is still predominantly 
in its roots and in its distinctive character- 
istics Anglo-Saxon. In adopting the Eng- 
lish language, though its accents are 
American, they have acquired the heri- 
tage of “Shakespedre’s tongue.” They have 
inherited the English common law as the 
bulwark of individual liberty. 

But this heritage which is theirs by 
right can only become a personal posses- 
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sion by recognition and the key to its un- 
derstanding is to be found chiefly in books. 
We need to read not only the comments 
of American travelers reporting on the 
English, but what the English think and 
say about themselves, remembering al- 
ways, however, that English pride and 
self-confidence are compatible with a 
great deal of self-criticism, and that what 
seems to us arrogance is merely the cas- 
ual manifestation of a deep-rooted trust 
in themselves as individuals and in each 
other. It is this quality which has carried 
them through every crisis in their history 
and precludes all thought of eventual de- 
feat. It is this which makes them steadfast 
allies. They know that they “have what 
it takes” and that they will not fail. 
There are misleading books as well as 
good ones on both sides of the water and 
the reader needs to be wary. There are 
books like the once popular With Malice 
Towards Some whose cutting edge, though 
sharp, never went below the surface, dis- 
playing a quality best described today 
perhaps as “Clare Boothe Lucidity.” Mary 
Ellen Chase’s This England is a better in- 
troduction to the British mind which is 
after all more important than their hats 
or their plumbing. Christopher Morley 
is a good American interpreter. John 
Priestly is one of the best on their side. 
Each of these men knows both countries 
and both are sensitive observers of our 
resemblances and differences. A more 
recent book whose sole purpose is inter- 
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pretation is D. W. Brogan’s The English 
People, written by a Scot for Americans. 
This is a serious and carefully documented 
consideration of English ways of life 
and thought which should clear up 
many questions seldom understood, and 
straighten out ambiguities such as those 
resulting from divergent connotations in 
common words like democracy, freedom, 
order. 

The English people are today making 
a conscious and concerted effort through 
schools, libraries, speakers, and writers to 
obtain a more rounded view of the United 
States than the movies have given them 
and to understand the American view- 
point. A _ recent exhibition “America 
Marches” did much to answer some of 
their questions. The presence of American 
troops throughout the country does even 
more. The establishment of the American 
Library in London is another step in this 
program. But education is needed on both 
sides of the Atlantic and mutual under- 
standing will not be reached unless we 
too set ourselves the task of seeing the 
truth which will overcome prejudice. We 
need not seek uniformity or expect imi- 
tation on either side, but we can value 
and respect our individual differences 
with the realization that pulling apart 
with mutual distrust and criticism we 
shall fail, standing shoulder to shoulder 
we can all go forward in the present strug- 
gle and toward future peace.
